163,214 hits. And counting. 


This year, the 2,268 baseball games played in 
the major leagues will yield tens of thousands of 
hits, walks, strikeouts, stolen bases, double plays 
and runs. 

They will produce a staggering mountain of 
statistics that'll be chewed up and pored over by 
sportswriters, fans and teams alike. Over and over 
again, statistics will fuel not only official records 
and standings, but also good-natured arguments 
and the booming hobby of fantasy leagues. 

Data covering everything from batting aver- 
ages, stolen bases, and won-lost percentages to 
more obscure considerations like whethcr a team 
plays better on grass or artificial turf, or at night 
instead of daytime. 

Ever since the first ball was thrown, measure- 
ments have been made on just about every aspect 
of the game, not just to establish current team 
and player rankings and correlate past perfor- 
mance with future success, but to enrich the lore 
and preserve the legends of our national pastime. 

Needless to say, accuracy and speed in jug- 
gling these figures are paramount. What better 
endeavor to utilize the power of the computer? 

So, six years ago, Major League Baseball and 
IBM embarked on a joint effort to create what is 
now known as the MLB-IBM Baseball Informa- 
tion System (BIS). 

Now, from the very first pitch of opening day 
to the last play of the World Series, the results of 
every player whostepsto the plate are recordedand 
analyzed faster than a Nolan Ryan fastball. (In 
fact, as of last season, we've logged 183,214 hits.) 

Whether he struck out or singled. Whether 
there's a walk or a ground-rule double. Bases 
stolen or runs batted in. It’s all entered by a 
representative from the home team working 
on an IBM PS/2® computer in the press box. 

After the game, a complete report is printed 
out containing long and short box scores and 
complete year-to-date statistics as well as a play- 
by-play narrative of the game (by the time the 
reporters return from postgame interviews and 
in plenty of time to meet newspaper deadlines). 
Reporters have hailed the BIS an absolute gift. 
It saves them endless calculations. And, with the 


accompanying narrative report of each game, it 
helps jog the memory in case anything was left 
out of their notes. 

The postgame information is then sent elec- 
tronically to a central host computer at MLB 
headquarters in New York. There, the larger com- 
puter, an IBM ASA.00$ compiles the statistics, 
along with the data and statistics of every other 
game played that day. 

Until the MLB-IBM System, many types of 
statistical reports were only available once a week 
or monthly, or not at all. Now, by 9 oclock the next 
morning, the host computer makes available 
reports covering more than 29 categories (and 
growing) for all 28 clubs. 

In addition to reports for all teams, individual 
team intelligence reports provide detailed perfor- 
mance data in many areas such as how pitchers per- 
form in late innings or a hitter’s ability to advance 
runners in certain situations or his batting effec- 
tiveness against righties or lefties. ‘Today, this 
information is a vital element of managerial strat- 
egy, coaching help and even front office moves. 

In total, the massive effort produces over 300 
daily reports during the season and an addition- 
al 360 postseason reports covering 48 more 
categories. 

It also provides online data for the press at 
the World Series and All Star games, and because 
its instantaneous, BIS ensures reporters get up- 
to-date stats in the event of last-minute changes. 

Finally, the system provides accurate statistics 
for MLB publications like the official League Red 
and Green books. 

Ina very short time, the MLB-IBM system has 
had a very profound effect on how our nation’s 
favorite game is played and enjoyed. 

And, while the importance of many contri- 
butions made to baseball over the years can never 
accurately be measured, happily, now there is 
something that can.

Marge Schott is the First Lady of 
Cincinnati baseball, serving as the 
President and Chief Executive Officer 
of professional baseball’s oldest fran- 
chise. 

Providing Reds’ fans with quality 
entertainment has been the top prior- 
ity during Mrs. Schott’s tenure as owner 
of the Reds. A native and sixth gen- 
eration resident of Cincinnati, Mrs. 
Schott was a Limited Partner in the 
team since 1981 andthen became the 
General Partner of the ownership 
group on Dec. 21, 1984. She became 
President and Chief Executive Officer 
on July 8, 1985. 

Mrs. Schott has helped bring back 
the excitement of Reds baseball to 
Riverfront Stadium, while providing 
the leadership and financial support 
needed to build a winning team and 
keeping ticket prices among the low- 
est in the major leagues. The Reds 
have drawn more than 16 million fans 
to Riverfront in her eight years as the 
club’s principal owner. Season ticket 
sales have reached new team highs. 

Mrs. Schott saw her dreams come 
true in 1990 when her Reds went 
“wire-to-wire” to win the National 
League Western Division champion- 
ship and then went on to capture the 
NL pennant, followed by a stunning 
World Series sweep over Oakland. 

Mrs. Schott led the Reds’ World 


Series victory parade and celebration 
at Fountain Square in downtown Cin- 
cinnati and she headed the team’s 
contingent honored by President Bush 
at the White House following the Se- 
ries. 

In addition to the enjoyment of 
watching the Reds on the field, Mrs. 
Schott has had some thrills away from 
the Stadium as well. In 1989, she had 
lunch at the White House with Presi- 
dent Bush; was a special honoree ata 
Women in Business luncheon during 
the President's Inauguration Week fes- 
tivities; and has made two baseball 
goodwill visits to Japan, representing 
Cincinnati and the Reds. 

Among other highlights were a 
1988 visit to the Vatican, where she 
presented the Pope with a Reds’ 
jacket; a feature interview on the “60 
Minutes” TV show; and a salute by 
Savvy Magazine as the operator of 
one of the 40 largest businesses in 
the country to be headed by awoman. 

In Dec., 1986, she was among 85 
women entrepreneurs from all over 
the country who were honored by 
President Reagan at a White House 
reception. Earlier that year, she was 
named Woman of the Year by the 
American Legion Auxiliary at its na- 
tional convention. Mrs. Schott was 
singled out for having made signifi- 
cant contributions to community life. 
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She was inducted into the Com- 
muniplex Women’s Hall of Fame for 
women in sports in 1987 and received 
an honorary degree from Maryville 
College in St. Louis in 1991. 

Mrs. Schott was inducted into the 
Ohio Women’s Hall of Fame in Nov., 
1985, for her achievements in busi- 
ness, industry and athletics. A year 
earlier, she was honoredas one of the 
1984 Women of the Year in Cincin- 
nati. She is well-known for her role as 
hostess for the Reds’ Rally, a major 
fund-raiser for the Children’s Heart 
Association at Children’s Hospital, and 
forher work with the famed Cincinnati 
Zoo. She is the Honorary Chairman of 
the Zoo’s Education Program. 

Mrs. Schott became a business- 
woman by necessity when her hus- 
band, Charles, died in 1968, leaving 
her in charge of a business empire 
that included such divergent holdings 
as an auto agency, cement, truck and 
brick companies and real estate. She 
has since added holdings of her own. 

It took her 31/2 years to convince 
General Motors to make her the first 
U.S. woman ever to be awarded a 
major metropolitan area G.M. 
dealership. Later, she became the 
first woman ever named to the board 
of trustees of the Cincinnati Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Mrs. Schott is the only woman cur- 
rently involved in primary ownership 
of a major league baseball team.

Jim became the youngest general manager in major league baseball history 
(at age 31) when he was named to his position on October 16, 1992. In his first 
three months on the job, he hired Tony Perez as manager, engineered trades 
that brought Roberto Kelly and Kevin Mitchell to the Reds and signed a number 
of free agents, including John Smiley. 

Bowden began his baseball career with the Pittsburgh Pirates from 1984- 
1988, the last three years as Assistant Director of Player Development & 
Scouting. In 1989, he moved to the New York Yankees as Assistant to the 
Senior Vice President/Baseball Operations. In New York , he was involved in 
all phases of player personnel, including transactions, acquisitions and con- 
tracts. Bowden joined the Reds in 1990 as an Administrative Assistant in both 
Player Development and Scouting. He was promoted to Director of Player 
Development in August, 1991. 

Jim spent the 1992 season as the Reds' Director of Player Development. 
Under his supervision, the Reds' farm system had one of the most successful 
seasons in franchise history. The Reds' six minor league clubs posted a 
combined record of 403-304 (.570 winning percentage), the best mark of all 
organizations in Major League Baseball in 1992. The Reds were the only 
organization with four teams making the playoffs -- Chattanooga, Cedar 
Rapids, Charleston (WV) and Billings. All four clubs reached the playoff finals 
and Cedar Rapids (Midwest League) and Billings (Pioneer League) won their 
league championships. 

Born on May 18, 1961, in Boston, Jim graduated from Rollins College in 
1983 with a Bachelor's Degree in Business Administration and Communica- 
tion. He and his wife, Amy, have two sons, J.B. and Tyler.

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Johnson Familiar With New Surroundings

When the book is written 
about the life of Davey John- 
son, the City of Cincinnati will 
need a chapter of its own. 

"A lot of things have hap- 
pened to me in Cincinnati, didn't 
they?" joked Johnson on May 
24, the day he was named the 
Reds' 43rd manager since 
1900. 

First, consider some of the 
things that have happened to 
Johnson in Cincinnati since he 
began his managerial career 
with the New York Mets in 
1984. He managed his first 
major league game there April 
2, 1984, the Mets losing to the 
Reds, 8-1. Two days later, he 
managed his first victory in the 
majors, 2-0. Eventually, John- 
son was fired by the Mets in 
Cincinnati May 29, 1990, after 
six outstanding seasons plus 42 
games, his 595-417 record the 
best in Mets' history, his six full 
seasons producing six contend- 
ing teams, five of which won 90 
or more games, two of which 
won National League East 
division titles. 

Perhaps the most memo- 
rable game during Johnson's 
tenure with the Mets came on 
July 22, 1986, in the middle of a 
year that would bring New York 
its second World Series champi- 
onship. That July 22nd game 
was won by the Mets, 6-3, in 14 
innings. It was a game that saw 
a brawl precipitated by Ray 
Knight and Eric Davis going at 
each other after a hard slide by 
Davis into third base. When the 


smoke had cleared, the Mets 
had enough people ejected to 
cause Johnson to play All-Star 
catcher Gary Carter at third 
base while alternating relief 
pitchers Roger McDowell and 
Jesse Orosco between right 
field and the pitcher's mound for 
a few innings. It may have been 
the best managing job Johnson 
ever had to do. 

"It (the game) did have its 
moments," said Johnson, who 
appreciated the work of Knight 
so much during the years he 
had him in New York (1984-86) 
that he brought him to Cincin- 
nati as a coach, along with 
Bobby Valentine, who also 
worked with Johnson in New 
York before moving on to 
manage the Texas Rangers. 

Johnson can also remem- 
ber some great moments in 
Cincinnati during his playing 
career, like the 1970 World 
Series won by Johnson's Ori- 
oles in five games over Sparky 
Anderson's Reds. 

"| have nothing but good 
memories about Cincinnati, " 
said Johnson, who certainly 
understood the sensitivity of the 
situation he was brought into as 
the man who replaced local 
hero Tony Perez. 

"| consider Tony a friend," 
said Johnson. "We were team- 
mates in winter ball in Puerto 
Rico and we were opponents 
for a number of years. | have 
great respect for him both as a 
player and.as a person." 

When the Reds' players 
expressed their disappointment 
at what happened to Perez, 
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Johnson addressed the situa- 
tion directly. 

"| told the players | knew 
how traumatic it was for them 
and how | hoped | could earn 
their respect," Johnson said. 
According to those who played 
for him in New York, Johnson 
would appear to have very little 
to worry about. 

"He's a straight shooter," 
said Mets’ pitcher Dwight 
Gooden, who came to the 
majors with Johnson in 1984. 
"You have to like playing for 
him." 

Gooden, in fact, credits 
Johnson with getting him to the 
big leagues. 

"He's really the reason | 
made it in '84," said Gooden, 
who pitched in Class A Lynch- 
burg in 1983, going 19-4, but 
was promoted to Triple-A for the 
International League playoffs at 
the end of the season. Johnson 


was the Mets' Triple-A manager 
that year, but he knew there 
was talk he might be elevated 
to the majors the next year. 

"He told me during the 
playoffs, wherever | manage 
next season, whether it's in the 
majors or Triple-A, you're with 
me," remembered Gooden. 

"| owe him. He fought the 
front office about keeping me 
coming out of spring training in 
'84, when | was 19 years old." 

Johnson is clearly a 
player's manager, one whose 
greatest strength might be 
evaluating talent and putting it 
in a position to perform at its 
best level. 

"He's a no-nonsense guy 
but he allows his players a lot of 
room," said Knight. "He has two 
rules -- be on time and be 
prepared." 

Knight remembered a 
problem he had with Johnson 
during the 1986 World Series. 
After the Mets lost Game 1, 
Johnson decided to play 
Howard Johnson at third base 
instead of Knight in Game 2 
against Red Sox ace Roger 
Clemens. "That was a tough 
day for me," said Knight. "| was 
so psyched up about being in 
the World Series, | couldn't 
believe he wasn't going to play 
me. When | saw the lineup, | 
asked Davey if | could talk to 
him. Davey looked me straight 
in the eye and told me he 
wanted to play HoJo (Johnson) 
against Clemens, because 
Howard had hit him well when 
he was in the American 
League. Obviously | didn't 
agree with him, but | did appre- 
ciate his honesty. We shook 
hands when it was over." 

The Mets lost that game, 


but came back to defeat the 
Red Sox in seven games with 
Knight being named the Series 
Most Valuable Player. 

"I'll tell you this," said 
Knight. "Davey Johnson knows 
how to get the most out of a 
player. One of his greatest 
talents is that he's strong 
enough to challenge a player 
but tender enough that he'll 
listen to you. 

"I've known a lot of good 
managers -- Sparky Anderson, 
Whitey Herzog, John 
McNamara, & Bill Virdon and I'll 
tell you something; Davey is 
right there with them. He 
doesn't have to take a back 
seat to anybody." 

Johnson describes his 
managing philosophy succinctly. 

"Basically, be aggressive," 
he said. "| don't see this as a 
team that can sit back and wait 
for the three-run homer. This is 
a line drive, pressure-the- 
defense team. So we'll be 
aggressive. | will try to put guys 
in situations where they can 
shine. Off the field, | want them 
to be comfortable and relaxed. 
On the field, | want their undi- 
vided attention. My number one 
rule is don't embarrass me or 
the ballclub." 

The way those who have 
played for him feel about him, 
it's highly unlikely they will do 
anything to embarrass him. 

"He's the easiest manager | 
ever played for," said Knight. 
"And that doesn't mean he's 
weak. Believe me, he is always 
in charge." "When | think back 
about how Davey managed the 
clubs that | played for, the one 
thing that | will always remem- 
ber about him is that he never 
lied to me and that's why I'll 
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always respect him." 

Davey Johnson knows that 
his time spent as manager of 
the New York Mets is now in the 
past, a chapter in his life story. 
He smiles now knowing that the 
Cincinnati chapter of that same 
book is just beginning.

Ever wonder how some of Major League Baseball teams got their nicknames? Listed below is 
a brief statement on how some of the clubs chose their nickname. 


CHICAGO-Officially adopted in 1907, the Cubs were previously known as the “White 
Stockings,” “Colts” & “Orphans,” before a newspaper writer in search of a short nickname 
used the name first in 1900. 


HOUSTON-Originally called the Colt 45’s mainly because the team played at Colt Stadium. 
Astros became the nickname when the team began playing its home games in the 
Astrodome. 


LOS ANGELES-The original Brooklyn team went through numerous nickname changes 
until the year 1911, when the term Dodgers was coined due to the club’s fans who 
“dodged” the new electric trolleys on Washington Avenue on their way to the ballpark. 


MONTREAL-Named after the famous World Exposition of 1967, the Expos were the 
inaugural team for Canada in the major leagues. 


PHILADELPHIA-Alfred Reach purchased the Worchester, Massachusetts franchise in 
1883, moved it to the Quaker City, and adopted Phillies as the official team name. 


PITTSBURGH-Originally known as the Pittsburgh Alleghenies, the team became the 
Pirates in the late 1800s when Pittsburgh allegedly “pirated” second baseman Louis 
Bierbauer from the Philadelphia club after the disbanding of the Players League in 1890. 


SAN DIEGO-The nickname Padres derives from the Franciscan padres who pioneered 
the San Diego area well over 400 years ago. 


SAN FRANCISCO-The nickname of Giants came into being in 1886. New York manager 
Jim Mutrie was quite animated in his postgame victory comments and was known to 
shout, “My big fellows! My Giants! We are the people.” 


CALIFORNIA-When the team entered the American League in 1961, its games were 
played in Los Angeles and the nickname Angels was acquired from the minor league 
team it replaced in the “City of Angels.” 


CHICAGO-The team was first called the “White Stockings”, but the National League 
objected because its team in the Windy City had once used that nickname, so owner 
Charles Comiskey shortened it to White Sox and thumbed his nose at the rival league. 


MILWAUKEE-The nickname Brewers, picked up from a minor league team of earlier days, 
was first used to salute the beer-making capital of the country. 


MINNESOTA-To avoid ill feeling in the spirited rivalry between St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
the club (located between the two cities) selected Twins to honor both. 


NEW YORK-Originally, they were the “Hilltoppers” and the “Highlanders”, but anewspaper 
headline writer in 1909 tried Yankees and further shortened it to “Yanks” at times. 


SEATTLE-The Mariners were named for the fishing and boating industry in the Seattle 
area. 


TEXAS-Located between Dallas and Fort Worth, the team’s nickname, Rangers, was 
selected in a fan contest. It honors the legendary state police force of Texas.

Mike was the Reds' No. 4 draft 
choice in June, 1990. He and his wife, Cynthia, live in 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama.

Gibralter has spent three seasons in the minor leagues 
since being the Reds' No. 6 draft choice in June, 1990, 
out of Duncanville, TX. He has been named his team 
MVP the last two seasons (1991 at Charleston & 1992 
at Cedar Rapids). Last season, Steve led the Midwest 
League in homers (19) & RBI (99) and ranked third in 
the league with a .306 average. He fell just six hits short 
of winning a triple crown. "Look in the dictionary under 
the word ‘hustle’ and you see Pete Rose and Steve 
Gibralter," said Reds' General Manager Jim Bowden. 
"His work ethic can't be surpassed by anyone in our 
system."

"He has all the tools," said Billings 
manager Donnie Scott. "Someday, he'll be a solid 
player in the big leagues. He has a great arm and the 
most power in the league." 


Calvin Reese, Shortstop

Calvin was the Reds' No. 1 draft choice in June, 1991, 
out of Lower Richland High School in Hopkins, SC.

.268 with 6 homers and 53 RBI for Charleston (WV) in 
1992. He has become a tougher out by improving his 
discipline at the plate and has made considerable 
strides as a base stealer. He stole 19 bases for the 
Wheelers last season.

Bip Roberts was named the Most Valuable Player of the Cincinnati Reds in voting by the Cincinnati Chapter 
of the Baseball Writers Association of America, which will present their Ernie Lombardi Award to him. The MVP 
award was named in honor of the former great Reds catcher in 1978. Following is a list of Reds’ MVP award 
winners:

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Davey Johnson, Manager 


David Allen Johnson 

Born: 1-30-43, Orlando, Florida 

Resides: Winter Park, Florida 

Children: Dave Jr. (25), Dawn (23) & Andrea (20) 


Davey Johnson was named manager of the Reds on May 24, 1993. He is 
the Reds’ 43rd manager since 1900. Prior to being named manager, Johnson 
served as a Reds Major League Consultant (named to that position December 
31, 1992). 


JOHNSON'S MANAGERIAL CAREER: Davey managed the New York 
Mets from 1984 until he was replaced in May, 1990. He is the winningest 
manager in Mets history with a 595-417 record and his .588 winning percent- 
age is the best among active managers (minimum 500 games). His New York 
teams won 90 or more games in each of his first five years as manager (the first 
manager in NL history to accomplish that feat) and twice his teams reached the 
100-victory plateau -- 108 wins in 1986 and 100 wins in 1988. Davey averaged 
nearly 96 wins per year in his six full seasons with the Mets and his teams 
finished first or second each year. 


JOHNSON'S PLAYING CAREER: Davey played 13 seasons in the major 
leagues with Baltimore, 1965-72; Atlanta, 1973-75; Philadelphia, 1977-78; and 
the Chicago Cubs, 1978. Asecond baseman, Johnson was selected to four All- 
Star teams (1968-69-70-73) and he played in four World Series (1966-69-70- 
71; all with Baltimore). He won Gold Gloves in 1969-70-71. In 1973, Johnson 
tied Roger Hornsby's record for most HR in a season by asecond baseman with 
42. He played for two years (1975-76) for the Tokyo Giants in Japan.

Jose Cardenal 


Jose was named first base coach on May 24, 1993, after serving as outfield & base 
running instructor in the Cincinnati farm system since 1988. Cardenal played 18 seasons 
in the major leagues as an outfielder with 9 different teams. He had a career .275 batting 
average with 1,913 hits, 138 homers & 329 stolen bases in 2,017 games. Jose hit over .300 
twice in his career and had a .301 average over a 5-year span of 1972-1976 for the Cubs. 
He played in the 1980 World Series for Kansas City and in the 1976 NLCS for Philadelphia. 
Cardenal was an instructor in the Cubs and White Sox farm systems before joining the Reds 
organization in 1988.

Don Gullett 


Don was named pitching coach of the Reds on May 24, 1993, after three seasons of 
coaching in the Cincinnati farm system. He was pitching coach at Double-A Chattanooga in 
1990 and Nashville in 1991, then was a roving minor league pitching instructor in 1992, working 
with pitchers throughout the farm system. Don was the Reds No. 1 draft choice in June, 1969, 
out of Lynn, KY. Twice he led the National League in winning percentage -- in 1971 with a .727 
mark (16-6 record) and 1975 with a .789 mark (15-4 record). Over a 4-year span from 1973- 
1976, he posted a combined record of 61-26 (.701 winning percentage) for the Reds. Don 
had a 91-44 record & a 3.03 ERA in his 7 years with the Reds, then signed with the Yankees 
as a free agent after the '76 season. His .686 career winning percentage is 3rd best in modern 
big league history for pitchers with at least 100 victories. Don and his wife Cathy live in 
Raceland, KY. 


Ray Knight 


Ray was named bench coach and hitting instructor on May 24, 1993. He played 13 
seasons in the major leagues as a third baseman, including six years with the Reds. 
Cincinnati's No. 10 draft choice in June, 1970, Ray first reached the majors with the Reds 
in 1974. He followed Pete Rose as the regular third-baseman in 1979 and hit .318 (3rd best 
in the National League). Ray was named Comeback Player of the Year by The Sporting 
News in 1986, with the Mets. He was named Most Valuable Player of the 1986 World Series 
against Boston, hitting .391. Knight worked as a broadcaster for ESPN from 1989 until 
becoming a Reds coach. Ray and his wife, golfer Nancy Lopez, have 4 children and live 
in Albany, GA.

Dave was named bullpen coach for the Reds on May 24, 1993. He moves to the big 
leagues after five seasons of managing in the Cincinnati farm system and winning a 
championship each year. He led Class A Greensboro to the South Atlantic League's second- 
half Northern Division title in 1988; directed Class A Cedar Rapids to the Midwest League's 
first-half Southern Division championship in both 1989 & 1990 and moved to Class A 
Charleston (WV) of the South Atlantic League in 1991. Under his guidance, the Wheelers 
won both the first-half and second-half Northern Division titles. Last season, Dave led the 
Chattanooga Lookouts (Double-A) to the Southern League's first-half West Division crown, 
then was promoted to manager of the Reds' Triple-A Nashville farm team in late June. His 
career managerial record is 405-268 (.602 winning percentage). Dave played professionally 
for seven seasons in the Reds farm system (1980-86). He and his wife Cindy live in Tampa,

Bobby was named Reds third base coach on May 24, 1993. He played every position 
except pitcher during a 10-year major league career with 5 different teams (primarily an 
outfielder & infielder). Valentine was a scout and minor league instructor for the New York 
Mets in 1982 before being appointed Mets third base coach in 1983. He held that position 
until he succeeded Doug Rader as Texas Rangers manager on May 16, 1985 (at age 35).

Reds Honor Minor 
League Most Valuable Players 


Every year, the Reds and 
Budweiser honor the Most Valuable 
Players from the Reds’ six farm 
teams. The 1992 farm MVPs were 
Geronimo Berroa, Nashville out- 
fielder; Scott Pose, Chattanooga out- 
fielder; Steve Gibralter, Cedar Rap- 
ids outfielder; Bobby Perna, Charles- 
ton (WV) third baseman; Bo Loftin, 
Billings pitcher; and Dan Frye, 
Princeton infielder. Third baseman 
Willie Greene, who split time be- 
tween Cedar Rapids and Chatta- 
nooga, recieved the Reds first-ever 
Minor League MVP award. 

Berroa, 27, led Triple-A Nashville 
with a .328 average; inhomers (22); 
RBI (88); hits (151); runs (73); & 
doubles (33). He finished second in 
the American Association batting 
race; homers; RBI; and was se- 
lected to the league's All-Star team. 
The right-handed hitting Berroa also 
played 13 games for the Reds in 
1992. 

Pose, 25, is a two-time MVP, 
having previously earned the honor 
in 1989 at Billings. A left-handed 
hitter, Scottledthe Southern League 
with a .342 batting average. He was 


firstonthe Lookouts in games played 
(136); at-bats (526); runs (87); hits 
(180); triples (8); and stolen bases 
(20). He was the Reds' No. 34 draft 
choice in June, 1989, out of the 
University of Arkansas. 

Gibralter, a 20-year-old outfielder, 
is also a two-time MVP, having 
earned the honor in 1991, while 
playing for Charleston (WV) of the 
South Atlantic League. Steve led 
the Midwest League in homers (19) 
and RBI (99). He ranked third in the 
league with a .306 batting average. 
He was selected by Midwest League 
managers as the league's best pros- 
pect and was named to the league's 
All-Star team. Gibralter was the 
Reds' No. 6 draft choice in June, 
1990, out of Duncanville (TX) High 
School. 

Perna, 24, led Charleston (WV) 
with a .301 batting average, while 
starting 128 games at third base. 
The switch-hitting Perna hit 11 hom- 
ers and knocked in 71 runs in only 
his third year of pro ball. Bobby was 
one of eight Wheelers selected to 
play in the South Atlantic League 
All-Star game. He was the Reds' 
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No. 14 draft choice in June, 1990, 
out of Cumberland University (TN). 

Loftin, a24-year-old righthander, 
was a catcher in his first year of pro 
ball, before making a very success- 
ful switch to pitcher this season. He 
worked exclusively out of the bullpen 
and was 7-2 with a 2.30 ERA anda 
Pioneer League-leading 16 saves in 
33 appearances for Billings. He was 
the Reds' No. 35 draft choice in 
June, 1990, out of the University of 
New Orleans. 

Frye, 23, was the Reds' No. 20 
draft pick in 1992 out of Indiana 
State University. A right-handed 
hitter, Dan broke into pro ball by 
leading the Rookie Appalachian 
League in homers (15) and RBI (59) 
while hitting .325. 

Third baseman Willie Greene, 
who began the season with Cedar 
Rapids and played parts of the year 
with the Chattanooga Lookouts and 
the Cincinnati Reds, was selected 
as the 1992 Minor League MVP. 
Greene, 21, hit a combined .279 
with 27 homers and 106 RBI in 130 
games this season between Cedar 
Rapids and Chattanooga. 

The Reds' farm system MVP 
awards have been given annually 
since 1977. The winners, from 1977 
through 1991, include 32 players 
who have played in the major 
leagues. 


Reds 1993 Uniforms Go 
Back to the Future

In 1992, the Cincinnati Reds were 
the last big league club to retain the 
standard features of the double-knit 
fabric uniform introduced way back in 
the early seventies, specifically the 
pull-over jersey and builtin sash waist- 
band on the trousers. In fact, the 
overall appearance of the Reds' uni- 
forms remained virtually untouched 
for21 seasons, the longestsuch runin 
franchise history. But a current wave 
of more traditional styles finally con- 
vinced the front office that it was time 
for a new look for the 1993 season. 

New, did we say? Quite a bit differ- 
ent from the last two decades, but in 
truth a loving restoration of the Reds' 
look of the late fifties and early sixties. 

The chronology of 125 years of 
Cincinnati Reds uniforms mirrors the 
history of the game itself. The first 
uniforms worn by the Red Stockings 
of 1869 were standard issue for the 
day: A plain, white, long-sleeved shirt 
with regular cuffs and collar, one-piece 
red colored stockings, high-top two 
tone shoes, a wide leather belt anda 
plain white "pill box" style cap. Cen- 
tered on the chest was circular, old- 
English style "C"— emblematic of the 
home city. Later on and through most 
of the remaining years of the 19th 


century, the city name ,"Cincinnati," 
was displayed across the chest in 
arched block capital letters. Often 
during these years, the uniform fabric 
was not white or even gray but a dark 
musty blue (much like blue denim). 
Since the first practice of wearing sepa- 
rate uniforms forhome and road games 
is difficult to date precisely, these 
darker uniforms may have only been 
used on the road. 

By 1900, the caps were standard 
close-fitting round style with a short 
bill. Red piping was used on the 
seams leading up to the red top button 
and around the base of the crown. A 
red "C" was also added to the front of 
the cap around 1900. In the first 
decade of the new century the home 
uniform was always white and dis- 
played "Cincinnati" or variations of a 
capital "C" on the left breast — a 
precursor of the standard emblem of 
future decades. On the road, the city 
name, "Cincinnati," was continued on 
the chest in red capital letters on the 
gray or blue uniforms. 

After 1910, several notable new 
trends in uniform design had become 
fashionable — the standard shirt col- 
lar was replaced by a short, stand-up 
cadet style, and subsequently by a 
tapered collar extension ornocollar at 
all. Stirrup-type outer stockings were 
used in place of the one-piece color 
stockings — certainly a practical im- 
provementinterms of daily laundering 
requirements. Pin-stripes in various 
widths and colored combinations be- 
came common. At the same time, 
team nicknames were accepted as 
"official" by the clubs and began to 
appear on the uniform jerseys. The 
very first version of the now famous 
Reds' team logo made its appear- 
ance in 1911; the name Reds inside 
an ornate, scalloped, wishbone style 
capital "C". 

By 1913, the cadet collar was 
modified and the "C-Reds" logo was 
also included on the left breast of the 
blue road suits. This combination of 
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red-on-blue has to rank with the Bos- 
ton Braves' road uniforms of the same 
period as one of the homeliest outfits 
ever worn by a baseball team. Within 
a few years, good taste prevailed and 
the road uniforms reverted to a more 
conventional gray version of the home 
whites. 

By 1930 the Reds, like most other 
clubs, were breaking out of the rut of 
repetitive, plain uniforms. Pin stripes 
were out, and white or gray cap crowns 
with a solid red bill were in. In 1931 the 
name "Cincinnati" was restored to the 
gray road jerseys in red capital letters 
with a thin navy outline piping. By the 
mid-thirties, combinations of blue and 
white stripes were added to the solid 
redofthe stockings andthe piping trim 
in the uniform was embellished with 
multiple beads and combinations of 
red and navy blue. In 1935, "Reds" 
was added to the sleeve of the road 
jersey and marked one of the rare 
occasions when the full team name 
(city plus nickname) was displayed on 
any major league uniform. By 1936, 
the predominance of the color red on 
the uniform trimmings had given way 
to equal billing for navy blue. The cap 
bill, the undersweaters, the socks and 
even the C-Reds logo incorporated 
navy. The overall appearance was 
brighter, in keeping with the multi- 
color trimmings of many of the other 
club uniforms. Navy blue was to re- 
main an integral part of the color 
scheme for the next twenty years. 

Cincinnati introduced night base- 
ball to the major leagues in 1935. The 
following season, they experimented 
with a radically different uniform de- 
sign referred to as the "Palm Beach" 


uniforms. All piping trim was removed 
andthe C-Reds emblem was replaced 
by a REDS script lettering on the left 
breast of the jersey. They wore this 
uniform occasionally in 1936 and 1937 
and for some night games they even 
included solid red trousers. 

For the 1939 season, austerity 
made a dramatic comeback on the 
Reds uniforms. All piping was elimi- 
nated, the socks were a plain half-red, 
half-navy combination and "CINCIN- 
NATI" on the road grays was restored 
to plain block capital letters — all red 
with no outline trim. The navy blue 
background and white trim were re- 
tained on the C-Reds emblem on the 
whites and remained constant through 
the mid-fifties. Could the superstition 
of once again not wanting to alter a 
"winner" be the reason why this basic 
uniform motif remained unchanged 
for the next 16 years? A second and 
third pennant in 1939-40 plus a bona 
fide worldseries championship in 1940 
would lend credence to this supposi- 
tion as this long run of stable, conser- 
vative uniforms survived into the early 
fifties. 

In keeping with their new image, 
the team uniforms for 1956 displayed 
the first overall redesign since the late 
thirties. Navy blue was abandoned 
entirely as red became the sole color 
of the uniform trim. The name REDS 
was no longer displayed on the home 
uniforms after 45 years. The most 
novel feature (not a first -- the Cubs 
wore them in 1940) was the sleeve-

less vest jersey. The stockings were 
still red, but with narrow white stripes. 
The caps were solid red with a white 
wishbone C and red belts. 

In 1961, the sleeveless vest was 
retained butthe uniform graphics were 
once again overhauled. Asifto signify 
the end of the Redlegs era, a modified 
oval version of the C-Reds emblem 
returned to the home jersey front (with 
a navy blue background as in the last 
version). The city name, CINCIN- 
NATI, was restored on the road gray 
uniform in arched red capital letters 
with a thin navy outline. A last minute 
addition to the vest design was a black 
stripe on the left sleeve opening in 
tribute to owner Powell Crosley, who 
passed away in late March of that 
year. The following year the striping 
was integrated into the vest design by 
adding itto the right sleeve opening as 
well. The sleeveless vest era pro- 
duced a 4th pennant (1961), but this 
time the uniform design was not des- 
tined for a long run. 

By the mid-sixties, a number of 
future Cincinnati legends had arrived 
(Pete Rose and Johnny Bench) and 
the nucleus of the future Big Red 
Machine was in place. In 1967, the 
sleeveless jersey was displaced by a 
conventional short-sleeved model and 
navy blue was eliminated as a 2nd 
color. The gray road uniforms was 
basically a revival of the late fifties, 
except the cap was now solid red 
instead of navy and a uniform number 
appeared on the jersey front. The first 
revival of the short-sleeved home jer- 
sey retained the red pin stripes but 
was replaced by plain white the follow- 
ing year (1968). This uniform run was 
climaxed by a milestone year in Reds 
history (1970) — the opening of 
Riverfront Stadium, the arrival of man- 
ager Sparky Anderson and another 
National League pennant (the first of 
four in the coming decade). 

In 1972, Cincinnati joined the rest 
ofthe majors, adopting the new double 
knit fabric uniform with revolutionary 
features. Lighter, cooler, more com- 
fortable and easier to clean -- it was 
the uniform of the future, and the 
future for Cincinnati baseball spelled 
glory and championships. The fa- 
mous C-REDS emblem was retained 
as was the all red trim motif. But with 
the new built-in sash belt and pull-over 
jersey, buttons and belts were no 
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longerneeded. Red and white striping 
trim was addedto the sleeve ends and 
collar as well as on the new sash belt. 
Except for the Red shoes (adopted in 
1986), this uniform look remained well 
into the 1990's. 

In spring training of 1978, the Reds 
jolted the baseball world by stepping 
onto the field with all-green trimmed 
uniforms for an exhibition game on 
March 17 — St. Patrick's Day, of 
course. It was all in fun and the fans 
loved it. Another less bizarre depar- 
ture from the norm was the introduc- 
tion of an optional solid red alternate 
jersey for occasional game use, both 
at home and on the road in the mid- 
eighties. 

Consecutive world championships 
in 1975 and 1976 climaxed the most 
successful dynasty in the long history 
of the franchise. Maybe the idea that 
the caliber of those winning years may 
never be surpassed or the supersti- 
tion of not changing a "winner" kept 
this uniform scheme standard for many 
summers at Riverfront. However, 
these uniforms served as a heart- 
warming reminder to recent genera- 
tions of Reds fans as a symbol of the 
glorious reign of the "Big Red Ma- 
chine." Hopefully the new uniforms 
will provide some more triumphal sea- 
sons in the years to come. And, if 
trends in uniform designs invite an- 
other revival of tradition in future years, 
quite possibly the uniform look of the 
seventies will be reborn with the same 
sentiments in mind.

Alcoho! Policy 

The consumption of alcoholic beverages on 
Riverfront Stadium property (including inside 
motor vehicles) directly before, during and 
after Reds games is prohibited by law, unless 
it is purchased from Sportservice and con- 
sumed within the stadium. Removal of alco- 
holic beverages from inside the stadium is 
prohibited. Please don't drink and drive. 


Autographs 

Fans may seek players’ autographs from the 
Blue Level seating area along the railing near 
the dugouts and field from the time the gates 
open until the end of batting practice. Fans 
with tickets from the Green, Yellow or Red 
Levels may "exchange" their tickets at the 
Green Level Customer Service Desk for an 
autograph pass. At the completion of batting 
practice, fans should turn in their autograph 
passes atthe Green Level Customer Service 
Desk and have their tickets returned to them. 
(On certain special occasions, this practice 
will be suspended.) Players are not available 
for autographs after batting practice or be- 
tween games of doubleheaders. 


Banners 

The Cincinnati Reds prohibit the display of 
banners/signs, regardless of the content or 
size, in any location within Riverfront Sta- 
dium for any Cincinnati Reds event. Guests 
attempting to gain entrance into the facility 
with a banner or sign shall be refused en- 
trance until said item is disposed of (either by 
throwing it away, returning it to their auto or 
by checking it in at Gate 13). Guests found 
displaying banners/signs inside of Riverfront 
Stadium shall be required to check said item 
into a customer service desk (where a claim 
check will be issued) or dispose of the item in 
the garbage. 


Cameras 
Fans are encouraged to take photos of their 
favorite Reds at Riverfront. Tripods, 
monopods, standing in the aisles or other- 
wise obstructing the view of others is not 
permitted. 


Carry-In Items 

No cans, bottles or alcoholic beverages are 
permitted to be brought in to the stadium. 
Plastic or thermos containers are permitted 
inthe stadium, providing they can fit comfort- 
ably under a seat. To ensure the safety of 
fans, players and employees, carry-in items 
are subject to inspection.

Another 1,819 cars can be parked 
on surface lots to the east and west of 
Riverfront. Within a 12-block radius of the 
stadium, there are enough facilities to handle 
about 20,000 cars. There are 38 parking 
spaces on the plaza for handicapped per- 
sons.

Parking 
for buses, campers and vans on the Plaza 
Level costs $15.00 per vehicle.
